ISP-Coded Addresses On Mail 


Acting Postmaster Robert R. 
DeForge said today he has re¬ 
ceived word from Postmaster 
General John A. Gronouski in 
Washington, D. C., that a big 
“breakthrough” has now been 
made on electronic machines to 
read “ZIP-coded addresses on 
mail.” 

The Postmaster General said he 
expects to begin installing these 
sophisticated new machines in 
major post offices starting in 
about a year. Each machine will 
be able to sort, as well as read, 
at the- %-ate of 35,000 letters an 
hour. 

The offices to get the address 
readers have not been announced, 
but the local postmaster said they 
will have significant effects on the 
mail in and out of each commu¬ 


nity. They will speed incoming 
mail to smaller offices from major 
cities and step up the dispatch of 
mail deposited in smaller commu¬ 
nities but which must be process¬ 
ed enroute at major mail massing 
points. 

The postmaster emphasized, 
however, introduction of the “see¬ 
ing eye” device next year does 
not mean ZIP Code isn’t useful 
already. 

“ZIP code,” he explained, “is 
important in mail handling under 
the system of mail processing al¬ 
ready in use which will continue 
to be in use as the basic system 
at most points. These machines 
will be just another step in con¬ 
junction with the mechanical mail 
sorting machines developed... to 
help keep pace with the growing 
volumes of mail. The machine will 
not endanger jobs...they will 
only help meet mail expansion 
with minimum manpower expan¬ 
sion.

PROMPT DELIVERY 


Q. During World War II, I was 
in the service for over 3 years. 
Was this time covered by social 

security? 

A. No. Military service was not 
covered by social security until 
January 1957. However, if no 
other Federal Agency has used 
your service time in paying a 
monthly benefit, social security 
can give you “free” credits for 
your military service. These cre¬ 
dits amount to $160 a month for 
each month of your active duty. 

Q. I have been in the service 
since 1951. My statement of earn¬ 
ings from Baltimore shows no 
credits prior to January 1957. 
Why didn’t I get credit for the 
first 6 years of my service career? 

A. Service in the armed forces 
was not covered by social security 
until January 1957. However, if 
you were on active duty on and 
after December 31, 1956, you re¬ 
ceive “free” credits of $160 a 
month for any service from 1951 
through 1956. Check with the so¬ 
cial security office for further in¬ 


formation. 

Q. I have retired from the mili¬ 
tary service after 30 years’ service 
ending in 1954. I am now 65. Can 
any of my military service be 
counted for social security pur¬ 
poses? 

A. If any portion of your mili¬ 
tary service during the period of 
September 16, 1940, through De¬ 
cember 31, 1956, was not used in 
computing your military retire¬ 
ment pay and is not being used 
by any other Federal agency to 
pay you a retirement benefit, then 
social security can give you 
“free” credits of $160 a month 
for the unused portion of your 
military service. 

Q. I receive retirement pay of 
$250 a month from the Depart¬ 
ment of the Army. I also receive 
a monthly social security benefit. 
Does the $250 I receive from the 
Army affect the earnings limita¬ 
tion on my social security? 

A. No. Only remuneration you 
receive from work as an employee 
or self-employed person or com-

Division of Fisheries and Game’s 
bill (II1008) to establish a wild¬ 
life land and water acquisition 
fund has been set for 11 a.m , 
Wednesday, Feb. 17, in room 443 
at the state house. The Joint 
Committee on Natural Resources 
will conduct the hearing. 

Contrary to what you have 
read against the bill and for what 
it stands for, every hunter, camp¬ 
er, fisherman, bird watcher, and 
boater should support this very 
important piece of legislation. 
111008 proposes to establish an 
annual fund for preservation in 
public ownership of wildlife lands 
and waters and sites for multiple- 
purpose outdoor recreation. $300,- 
000 would come from the state’s 
general fund, to match the $300,- 
000 to be realized from an in¬ 
crease of $1.00 in the cost of 
hunting, fishing and trapping li¬ 
censes. In this way, both sports¬ 
men and citizens who don’t hunt 
or fish will share the costs as 
well 'as the benefits. Up to now, 
the sportsmen’s fund has borne 
the cost of such acquisitions 
alone. 

If passed, the fund would also 
make Mass, eligible for additional 
federal aid monies under the re¬ 
cently passed Land and Water- 
Conservation Act, thus potential¬ 
ly realizing over a million dol¬ 
lars a year for preservation of 
the state’s rapidly disappearing 
sites for wildlife and outdoor rec¬ 
reation.

THE “INDIFFERENT MAN” 

Are we approaching the age of the “Indifferent Man"? 

President Carey of the Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States fears we may be. The “Indifferent Man”, in his view, is the 
sort of individual who finds it safer to “withdraw into the crowd, i - 
surrender his identity, to yield to remote authority the individua 
responsibility which has come down from the ancient City State 
Athens to our own day as the stamp of a free people.” 

This, Mr. Carey also said, is an outgrowth of the complexity of 
space-age living. But that very complexity should in itself make 
each of us ever more zealous in protecting the rights, duties and res¬ 
ponsibilities which characterize a free nation. The greater the prob¬ 
lems, the greater must he our determination to keep trie individual 
from being reduced to a statistic.
